It has been announced 


that government experts be 
lieve 
American engineers 


have caught up with the rest 
ol the world in the designing 
ot the jet engines for mill 
tary aircraft, with respect to 
power achieved. 


One of the most spectacu 


lar technical developments 
of the war period, the jet en- 
gine has not yet become gen- 
erally practical for non-mili- 
tary uses.

bate on any bill. 
No Senate Limit 
The senate, unlike the house, 
| has no limit on debate, 
1 There a senator, once he gets the 
floor, can filibuster—which means 
talklnpr without interruption—until 
he finishes or collapses. 


When one senator goes on a fil- 
ibuster he can slow up the work 
of the senate for a day or two. 


But when a whole group of sen- 
ators—like the 
southern 
Demo- 


crats—start a filibuster* they can 
talk In relays and prevent the sen- 
ate from doing any other work 
for weeks, 
Gap Rule Possible 


The only way in which a filibus- 
ter can be stopped Is by two thirds 
of the senators voting to limit de- 
bate. 


This Is called cloture. 
But In the senate—where every 
senator knows that some day he 
himself may want to filibuster— 
it's pretty hard to get a two-thirds 
vote for cloture. 
The Anti-Poll Tax bill, passed by 


the house July last year, lay around 
in the senate for the rest of 1947. 
And It lay around there this year, 
waiting. Beady for Debate 
In June, when the senate quit— 


or thought It was quitting—for the 
rest of 1948, the Republican lead- 
ers still had not brought up the 
ready-and-walttng anti-poll tax bill 
for debate and vote.

In a. postscript to his letter, Wal- 
ter wrote: 
"City taxes being what they are, 
I sure hope I win the $5. I certain- 
ly can use It. 
Fox commented: 
"That got me. 
Editor M. E 


Walter of the Houston Chronicle 
is the winner. I've already sent 
him a check. 
City folks usually 
get the best of country folks on a 
financial deal, and far be it from 
mo to break the trend." 
Walter's letter said in part: 
"In Harris county, Houston clt- 
zens pay 70 per cent of the county 
taxes.
